Is Mixed Up In the Zoellars 
Case.

Nearly every day wince tin’ robbery 
of the Chinaman, Hum Sing, at the 
Celestial*s place of business on Second 
street, new evidence haw appeared, 
but recently facts of more importance 


1 ban usual have b ets discovered and 
would be Interesting if given in court. 
The story as it goes dates back to 
the time when mention was made in 
the K bws liteviKW of the disappear­ 
ance of a revolver and some other 
art ides from the private office Of Hr. 
F. M. Laughlin, Market street. The 
statement then made th a t the doctor 
believed one of bis patten! * had taken 
the weapon hasbeen borne out by th* 
statement of the partv who took the 
weapon. Tile doctor was somewhat 
surprised when a few days 
ago a 
young man entered his office, and pro­ 
duced t.he revolver. 
He told 
the 
doctor th a t having known 
him 
to 
well 
he 
thought 
no 
harm 
iii 
taking 
the 
gun 
for 
a 
few 
days, 
and 
had 
picked 
it up while the physician was in the 
main office. 
He claimed th a t he had 
no intention of stealing it at t he time, 
.md had hesitated when at the foot of 
the stairs whether or not to go baek 
and tell him about It. Hut presuming 
on his friendship and intending to re­ 
turn the revolter In a short time lie 
went out in town. Other statements 
showed th a t the revolver had been 
given a history which neither the 
doctor nor his patient will soon forget. 
From the doctor's office the young 
man went to a Sixth street billiard 
room, and became engaged in con­ 
versation with Dutch Zoellars. 
He 
discovered In a few minutes t hat 
Zoellars had touched him, and th a t 
the pistol 
was in 
his possession. 
From an argument about the revolver 
it turned to a quarrel, and the young 
man was mixed up in the affray when 
Officer Ridgeley appeared, and there 
was a sudden cessation of hostilities. 
The men promised to behave them­ 
selves if no arrests were made, and 
after the officer departed Zoellars 
started down street. 
A few minutes 
afterward 
the 
robbery 
occurred. 
One 
man 
relieving 
the 
China* 
man of $0 0 , while another held a 
revolver 
in front 
of 
the 
fright­ 
ened Celestial’s face. This was the 
doctor's gun, and when the robbery 
was 
complete, 
the 
revolver 
was 
to 
a 
boy 
on 
the 
street 
for a 
quarter. 
Later the young 
man called 
on 
Zoellars 
in 
the 
city jail and asked 
him 
for the 
weapon. 
He was told the name of the 
boy and given a quarter with which 
to purchase it again. Tile young man 
hunted up the boy and secured the 
pistol after a short argument as to its 
value, and nobody was any the wiser, 
tile boy having kept the fact of the 
purchase a secret from his parents, 
fearing their wrath and the young 
man did not care to tell anybody 
about it. The revolver had five loads 
in it when taken from tile office, hut 
every cylinder was empty when it was 
returned. The young man and the 
doctor both mourn over the affair 
hut console 
themselves 
with tile 
knowledge th a t although Hearne near 
it, the pistol did not send Hum Sing 
into another world.
